"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. It is the intent of the legislature to
pronmote growh in the technol ogy sectors of our state's econony and to
particularly focus support on the creation and comercialization of
intellectual property in the technol ogy, energy, and tel econmuni cati ons
i ndustri es.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The definitions in this section apply
t hroughout this chapter unless the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Center" neans the Washington technol ogy center established
under RCW 28B. 20. 283 t hrough 28B. 20. 295.

(2) "Board" neans the board of directors for the center.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. The investing in innovation account is
created in the custody of the state treasurer. Expenditures fromthe
account may be used only for grants awarded by the center and for
adm ni stering the grant award program Only the executive director of
the Washington technology center or the director's designee may
aut horize expenditures from the account. The account is subject to
al | ot ment procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW but an appropriation is
not required for expenditures.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The investing in innovation grants
programis established.

(2) The center shall periodically nmake strategic assessnents of the
types of state investnents in research and technology in this state
that would likely create jobs and business opportunities and produce
t he nost beneficial long-terminprovenents to the lives and health of
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the citizens of the state. The assessnents shall be available to the
public and shall be used to guide decisions on awarding grants under
this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. The board shall:

(1) Develop criteria for the awarding of grants to qualifying
universities, institutions, businesses, or individuals;

(2) Make decisions regarding distribution of grant funds and nake
grant awards; and

(3) In making grant awards, seek to provide a balance between
research grant awards and commerci alization grant awards.

NEWSECTION. Sec. 6. (1) The board nay accept grant proposals and
establish a conpetitive process for the awardi ng of grants.

(2) The board shall establish a peer review commttee to include
board nenbers, scientists, engineers, and individuals wth specific
recogni zed expertise. The peer review commttee shall provide to the
board an independent peer review of all proposals determned to be
conpetitive for a grant award that are submtted to the board.

(3) In the awarding of grants, priority shall be given to proposals
that | everage additional private and public funding resources.

(4) Up to fifty percent of available funds from the investing in
i nnovation account my be wused to support commerci al i zation
opportunities for research in Washi ngton state through an organi zation
with comercialization expertise such as the Spokane intercollegiate
research and technol ogy institute.

(5) The center may not be a direct recipient of grant awards under
this act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. The board shall establish performance
benchmar ks agai nst which the program will be eval uated. The grants
program shall be reviewed periodically by the board. The board shal
report annually to the appropriate standing comittees of the
| egislature on grants awarded and as appropriate on program reviews
conducted by the board.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. (1) The center shall admnister the
investing in innovation grants program

(2) Not nore than one percent of the available funds from the
investing in innovation account may be used for adm nistrative costs of
t he program

Sec. 9. RCW 43.79A 040 and 2002 ¢ 322 s 5, 2002 c 204 s 7, and
2002 ¢ 61 s 6 are each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) Money in the treasurer's trust fund may be deposited, invested,
and reinvested by the state treasurer in accordance wth RCW 43. 84. 080
in the sane manner and to the sane extent as if the noney were in the
state treasury.

(2) Al inconme received frominvestnent of the treasurer's trust
fund shall be set aside in an account in the treasury trust fund to be
known as the investnent inconme account.

(3) The investnment inconme account may be utilized for the paynent
of purchased banking services on behalf of treasurer's trust funds
i ncl udi ng, but not limted to, depository, saf ekeepi ng, and
di sbursenent functions for the state treasurer or affected state
agencies. The investnent incone account is subject in all respects to
chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is required for paynents to
financial institutions. Paynents shall occur prior to distribution of
earnings set forth in subsection (4) of this section.

(4)(a) Monthly, the state treasurer shall distribute the earnings
credited to the investnment incone account to the state general fund
except under (b) and (c) of this subsection.

(b) The following accounts and funds shall receive their
proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or fund's
average daily balance for the period: The Washington pron se

scholarship account, the <college savings program account, the
Washi ngton advanced college tuition paynent program account, the
agricultural local fund, the Anerican Indian scholarship endowrent
fund, the basic health plan self-insurance reserve account, the
Washi ngton state conbined fund drive account, the \Washington
i nternational exchange schol arship endowrent fund, the devel opnenta
di sabilities endowent trust fund, the energy account, the fair fund,
the fruit and vegetable inspection account, the gane farm alternative
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account, the grain inspection revolving fund, the juvenile
accountability incentive account, the rural rehabilitation account, the
stadium and exhibition center account, the youth athletic facility
account, the self-insurance revolving fund, the sulfur dioxide
abat enent account, ((and)) the children's trust fund, and the investing
in innovation account. However, the earnings to be distributed shal
first be reduced by the allocation to the state treasurer's service
fund pursuant to RCW 43. 08. 190.

(c) The follow ng accounts and funds shall receive eighty percent
of their proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or
fund's average daily bal ance for the period: The advanced right of way
revolving fund, the advanced environnmental mtigation revolving
account, the city and county advance right-of-way revolving fund, the
federal narcotics asset forfeitures account, the high occupancy vehicle

account, the 1ocal rail service assistance account, and the
m scel | aneous transportati on progranms account.
(5 In conformance with Article Il, section 37 of the state

Constitution, no trust accounts or funds shall be allocated earnings
w thout the specific affirmative directive of this section.

Sec. 10. RCW 28B.20.285 and 1992 c 142 s 3 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

A Washi ngton technology center is created to be a collaborative
effort between the state's universities, private industry, and
gover nment . The technology center shall be headquartered at the
University of Washington. The m ssion of the technol ogy center shal
be to perform and commercialize research on a statew de basis that
benefits the internediate and |long-termeconomc vitality of the state
of Washington, and to develop and strengthen wuniversity-industry
rel ati onships through the conduct of research that is primarily of
interest to Washi ngton-based conpanies or state econom c devel opnent
prograns. The technol ogy center shall:

(1) Performand/or facilitate research supportive of state science
and technology objectives, particularly as they relate to state
i ndustri es;

(2) Provide I|eading edge collaborative research and technol ogy
transfer opportunities primarily to state industries;
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(3) Provide substantial opportunities for training undergraduate
and graduate students through direct involvenent in research and
i ndustry interactions;

(4) Enphasize and develop nonstate support of the technol ogy
center's research activities; ((ard))

(5 Administer the investing in innovation grants program and

(6) Provide a forum for effective interaction between the state's
t echnol ogy-based industries and its academ c research institutions
t hrough pronotion of faculty collaboration with industry, particularly
within the state.

Sec. 11. RCW 28B. 20.289 and 1995 c¢ 399 s 26 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The technology center shall be adm nistered by the board of
directors of the technol ogy center.

(2) The board shall consist of the follow ng nenbers: Fourt een
menbers from anong individuals who are associated with or enpl oyed by
t echnol ogy- based industries and have broad busi ness experience and an
understanding of high technology; eight nenbers from the state's
universities wth graduate science and engineering prograns; the
executive director of the Spokane |Intercollegiate Research and
Technology Institute or his or her designated representative; the
provost of the University of Wshington or his or her designated
representative; the provost of the Washington State University or his
or her designated representative; and the director of the departnent of
comunity, trade, and econom c devel opnent or his or her designated
representative. The term of office for each board nenber, excluding
the executive director of the Spokane Intercollegiate Research and
Technol ogy Institute, the provost of the University of WAshington, the
provost of the Washington State University, and the director of the
departnent of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent, shall be
three years. The executive director of the technol ogy center shall be
an ex officio, nonvoting nenber of the board. The board shall neet at
| east quarterly. Board nenbers shall be appointed by the governor
based on the recommendations of the existing board of the technol ogy
center, and the research universities. The governor shall stagger the
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terme of the first group of appointees to ensure the long term
continuity of the board.

(3) The duties of the board include:

(a) Developing the general operating policies for the technol ogy
center;

(b) Appointing the executive director of the technol ogy center;

(c) Approving the annual operating budget of the technol ogy center;

(d) Establishing priorities for the selection and funding of
research projects that guarantee the greatest potential return on the
state's investnent;

(e) Approving and allocating funding for research projects
conducted by the technol ogy center, based on the recommendati ons of the
advi sory conmttees for each of the research centers;

(f) I'n cooperation with the departnent of community, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnent, developing a biennial work plan and five-year
strategic plan for the technology center that are consistent with the
st atewi de technol ogy devel opnent and comrerci ali zati on goal s;

(g) Coordinating with the University of Wshington, WAshington
State University, and other participating institutions of higher
education in the devel opnent of training, research, and devel opnent
prograns to be conducted at the technology center that shall be
targeted to neet industrial needs;

(h) Assisting the departnent of community, trade, and economc
devel opment in the departnent's efforts to develop state science and
t echnol ogy public policies and coordinate publicly funded prograns;

(1) Performng the duties required under chapter 70.-- RCW
(sections 1 through 8 of this act) relating to the investing in
i nnovation grants program

(J) Review ng annual progress reports on funded research projects
that are prepared by the advisory commttees for each of the research
centers;

((6)) (K) Providing an annual report to the governor and the
| egi sl ature detailing the activities and performance of the technol ogy
center; and

(()) () Submtting annually to the departnent of community,
trade, and economc developnent an updated strategic plan and a
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statenment of performance neasured against the mssion, roles, and
contractual obligations of the technol ogy center.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. Sections 1 through 8 of this act constitute
a new chapter in Title 70 RCW"

On page 1, line 2 of the title, after "transfer;" strike the
remai nder of the title and insert "anending RCW 28B.20.285 and
28B. 20. 289; reenacting and anmendi ng RCW 43. 79A. 040; and adding a new
chapter to Title 70 RCW"

EFFECT: (1) The Research and Technol ogy Transfer Comm ssion is
removed and many of its duties are transferred to the Washington
Technol ogy Center and its board of directors.

(2) The WIC nust nake strategic assessnents of the types of state
i nvestnments nost likely to (a) create jobs and business opportunities,
and (b) produce long-term inprovenents to the public health of
Washi ngton citizens.

(3) The WIC board nust establish a process, including a peer review
commttee, for awarding innovation grants to qualifying universities,
institutions, businesses, or individuals. In awarding innovation
grants, the board nust bal ance research and commercial i zation. The WIC
may not be a direct recipient of an innovation grant.

(4) The percentage of available funds in the Investing in
| nnovati on Account that may be used for conmercialization opportunities
is raised from 10 percent to 50 percent.

(5) The scope of the innovation grant program is broadened from
bi onedi cal and certain health-related research to all research

(6) Definitions of "center" and "board" are added.
